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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
searched prior art, including, GANNETT, US Patent No. 5,790,130; CUNNIFF et al, US 
Patent No. 5,936,632; MIGDAL et al, US Patent No. 6,417,860; VAN HOOK et al, US 
Patent No. 6,166,748 expressly teach or suggest the following features: a first storage 
device having texture data and electronically coupled to said processor; and a texture 
buffer having decompressed texture data and electrically coupled to said processor; and 
said first storage device is defined by a CPU work memory or an external memory 
device. Further, no references with the following feature discussing 
"...transmission of texture data between said texture buffer and said processor is faster 
than transmission of texture data between said storage device and said processor" for 
transmission of compressed and decompressed texture data or encoded and decoded 
texture data between storage devices coupled to a processor with a decompression 
circuit with transmission of texture data between said storage device and said 
processor" have an earlier priority date. VAN HOOK, US Patent No. 6,353,438 
anticipates the above feature(s), however, the priority date is later than that of the 
instant application. Thus, none of the prior art nor prior art searched has been 
understood to overcome the above limitations and features of claims 14, 15 and 23.
